In the kadi days of the compel#} the arrival of nationally known political figures 
to eempelgn ibr both candidates turned tbs election into a c attest of national 
si gni ficance* Prom the ranks of the conservative* came A3HUM Hltdahl* 

TfltHjlMSHIJEansan and BAJEAflCMB Taauftlro to CMuaal^nfor NtHURA. 
F ro m Social ist ranks came SUZUKI Hosaburo* K ANAKAHX (fhu) end KATAYAMA (fau) to 
urge the election of their candidate. Bth sides fougfrT the ceapaign to the bitter 
end, but in the final stages tho combined Uoties of NOMURA* a group began to Show 
its strength* The final vote was 254,i# for NOMURA and 127,851 for SUZUKI* 

NOMURA was tho victor by a margin of over two to one*
